We note with interest that the 
new catalogs announce an increase 
in the cost of room and board for 
the next year. Rollins may not 
be the best small college In Amer¬ 
ica, but it is getting to be the 
most expensive. Let's see, board. 
$100 a term; room, S65; tuition, 
$105—$810, This docs not include 
fees (which will rim to about $50) s 
books and laundry (except a couple 
of sheets a w r eek). There there will 
be fdaternity dues, clothes, and 
other incidentals which will put 
the cost tip to $1100 or $1200. Not 
bad for a small southern college. 

In consulting an old catalog, we 
discover that the expenses five 
years ago when Dr, Holt first came 
here were just about half the above 
amount. Tuition, $100 per year; 
board, $230; room, $100; fees, $20, 
or $450 in all. Has there been 
that much improvement in the col¬ 
lege since that since* 1 ? We thing so. 

In spite of the steadily increas¬ 
ing cost we believe it is worth 
every dollar of it* Free tuition 
and $22.50 a month hoard would i 
not tempt ua to exchange Rollins' 
for the University of Florida; $-100 
which covers all the regular ex¬ 
penses at Southern (including 
laundry ( would be costly at that 
price; Stetson's $50 a term tuition 
would not hold the slightest attrac¬ 
tion for ua. We pay more here, but 
we are getting value in return. 

The Commons in not a soup dis¬ 
pensary, but an institution. When¬ 
ever a banquet or special lunch for 
a hiking group is necessary, It is 
prepared without complaint and 
done as a service to the college. 
Students do not gather about to 
Complain of the food here as was 
once the case. Our students who 
have visited the dining rooms of 
other colleges call ours far su¬ 
perior* 

Sixty-five dollars a term is a Tot 
of money to put out for a room, 
hut with It goea the knowledge that 
the student is staying in a comfort¬ 
able college dormitory. The tuition 
pays only a small pty-t of the sal¬ 
aries of our professuna; whether 
Golden Perapnalitlcs or not, they 
are the best liked group of in¬ 
structors of any college in Amer¬ 
ica, The advantage that Rollins 
offers arts cheap at the price.

Many of the qualities of 
character m which an education roust be interested can be developed 
better on the job than in the class-room. Certainly the summer vaca¬ 
tion is not a negligible pari uf lhe student^ college education. 

Many students coming to college have definite aspiration* toward 
later professional study. Knowing that they are to go into medicine 
they will he anxious to concentrate a good deal of their time upon 
Unit* in chemistry, biology and other closely related fields. Know¬ 
ing that they are to go into law or engineering they will have op¬ 
portunity in thb department of vocation not only to meet the pre¬ 
requisites of the beat existing schools but to spend a great deal more 
time in systematic study of problems directly related to their pro¬ 
fessional interest than is ordinarily the case. T 8 ey will not be held 
back by a class most of whom are only casually interested in the 
field of study. When the engineer studies problems like those now 
round in the courses in physic* he will have opportunity in this pro¬ 
posed curriculum to do them with the systematic thoroughness 
which will give him an adequate inundation for his proposed life 
work. 

After all is said and done it must be remembered that much voca¬ 
tional training will be given not by the college but by industry Itself, 
Many business corporations prefer to give the business training them¬ 
selves. Life insurance salesmen, persons holding positions in de¬ 
partment stores and so on sue best trained not by schools but by the 
companies employing them. Nevertheless it seems likely that in 
modern life few people can choose an occupation during later ado lea- 
tenet and follow it through a life-time. With the stupid neglect of 
vocational guidance in most schools at present three-fourths of the 
college ginduotes find themselves ten year* later doing something 
which they had not prepared to do. The average adult will probably 
follow three different occupations in the course of his life- It te 
quite impossible, therefore, to assume that the main business of col¬ 
lege is to give a single narrow specialized vocational training to 
every one. Preparation for vocational adequacy is part of the work 
uf the college but only part of it. It would seem ordinarily desir¬ 
able that each educated man and woman should possess that inner 
sense of security which comes from knowing that if h« were not 
following his present occupation there are a number of other things 
which he could do which he would enjoy and in which he could render 
valuable service. 

The largest department of the sc hind should be the department of 
leisure. One of the few point* upon which leaders of labor and of 
capital seem to be agreed is that we are on the verge of n five-day 
week and a six-hour day. One of the main problems in modern eco¬ 
nomic organization is to improve the consumption sa well as the pro¬ 
duction capacity of our population. Making a living is only u part 
of life. So in this department we will find opportunity for students 
to become familiar with good literature past and present. The ob¬ 
ject of these units will be definitely to give the student experience#] 
which be find* enjoyable and worthwhile.. If Wordsworth and Mil- 
ton bore him it Is more wholesome and sincere for him to work out 
his units in modern magazines than to pretend a liking for some¬ 
thing that is recommended only by the approval of tradition. There 

ought to be u severe penalty for any teacher who pretends to get 
major enjoyment out of eighteenth century sonnets but in reality 
would not be found reading them if he had to walk a mile to the new* 

stand to get something else. It may be quite us important for many 

people to be able to discriminate among the articles and stories in 
popular magazines, novels, plays, entertainments over the radio and 
in the picture shows, as for them to become acquainted with the 
traditional standards of excellence. The objective of this depart¬ 
ment is not the creation of persons who will accept that which they 
have been led to believe is good, but to encourage students out of a 
broad range of experience to discover what it is that gives them the 
deepest satisfaction. Some units will offer opportunity to read 
poetry; utheis opportunity to create it. Plays will be written and 
produced. Music, color, design, sculpture, dancing and architecture 
in all their varied form* add richness to the curriculum possibilities. 

Athletic activities belong in this department. There might well 
be less emphasis upon football and basketball which relatively few 1 
students carry on beyond their college experience and n good deal 
of opportunity for learning golf, tennis, swimming* hiking, camping 
and so on, which are likely to continue cm as a reervatioal hobby. The 
objective of these units is not of course to produce people who can 
win intercollegiate competitions. The object is to produce individuals 
who do each of these things well enough so that they enjoy them. 

It must not be forgotten that some people get their major enjoy¬ 
ment out of cultural and scholarly occupations. For some* Chaucer 
has ait incomparable charm. A few students will want to go on with 
Latin* not because of a fancied value In terms of increase in English 
vceabulaiy, an achievement which can be done in about a tenth the 
time by a direct attack upon vocabulary, but because they enjoy 
Latin. The dear precision of geometry and the neat outcomes of 
algebra have their appeal, Some will want to read French and Span¬ 
ish not for commercial or professional reasons hut because of the 
literature which they enjoy. Books of biography, or plan* for travel 
might be studied by some persons. The school might introduce hob¬ 
bies in mechanical activities, invention, leather-work, batik and in¬ 
numerable types uf collection, Some studie* suggest that the moat 
important unit* for happiness in the life of the ordinary Individual 
are those which give him an Intimate acquaintance with nature. To 
he surrounded constantly by friends among the tree*, flowers, bird* 
and animal life will require a very considerable number of projects 
in natural science. The rare beauty of snowflakes and of life visible 
only under a microscope is worth attention in a portion of college 
life* 

Many people find their most serious handicap in personal atti¬ 
tudes which make recreation a strain, They need most of all tn learn 
to talk to people. It »» not public speaking In the ordinary sense 
that they need but units which will give them practice in inte res Ling 
conversation. Nothing in college life would mean so much to some 
people us the achievement of ease at receptions, teas, smokers or 
informal talk-feats. 

Underlying each of these many specific unit* should run a whole -1 
home philosophy of leisure. This philosophy will be u direct challenge 
to the popularly accepted American nation uf giving youth to intensive 
preparation, early middle years to keeping the mine hard upon the I 
grind-stone and making a pile, all in the hope of being able to retire! 
some day and enjoy life. Any person stupid enough to try to fallow 
out that program will discover that when retiring time conics he is 
era** it person to enter into the enjoyment of life, All he cun do is to! 
tide on 3 *pft cushions and eat big meals until internal organ* rise up 
in protest. "Agd in the majority of ease* never comes ut nil, Disease 
and accidents make short work of even the best of men .... Young 
and, old we are all on nur last miter* and to borrow- a phrase from 
the old naval ballad we have heard the mermaids singing and know 
that we shall never see dry land any more. If there be a fill of to¬ 
bacco among the crew for CJml'i sake puss it around and lutV have 
a pipe before we go." That student is ready to graduate from the 
department of leisure who ha* learned to live each day with some- 
thing of the vivid appreciation which he might have if he knew it 1 
wi re to be Ids first and last day upon earth.

The activities of the department of citizenship will, it is ope , 
be highly artistic. Course# in civics and government have sometime# 
represented what logically government ought to be and not w a 
actually it is. There is about as much relationship between a course 
in civics and the way in which politic* run in New York City as 
there is between the Beatitudes and the activities of the marines in 
Central America. Some of the project* will therefore take the ntu 
dent out of the class-room into participation in the life of his * om * 
munity, county, suite and nation* If he discovers that the method 
for providing playgrounds or caring for the insane or censoring mov¬ 
ing pictures is highly inadequate by any standards of judgment 
which hi* study lead# him to develop, it is his business not to write 
a term paper about it but to participate in interview# with men in 
authority, publicity’ campaigns, and the actual work of improving «tir 
social organization where it is at fault. This realistic attempt to 
deal with the problems of the world as they now stand te likely to 
open up many new field* for study, prejudice*, for examples, arc 
basic in any realistic approach to modern affairs. 

During the generation in which students now live it is probable 
that pacific affairs will be more significant than the relation# of 
the United States to European neighbors. Where in modern curricula 
do students get opportunity to understand the history and present 
current# of life in Japan, China, India and Russia ? It i» obviously 
impossible to expect student# to know all of history. Htetory i# 
everything that ha# ever happened. Some parts of it arc us enjoy¬ 
able a* gossip for leisure time. In the department of citizenship, 
however, endeavor will be made to select only those aspects of his¬ 
tory and of every other subject which are essential for a working 
understanding of the problems with which the student must live. 

The final department may well be called the department of phil¬ 
osophy or religion. It is concerned with the development In the stu¬ 
dent of an understanding and appreciation of the major answer# 
given by the thinker* qf all time to life*# major question, Some units 
would offer opportunity to share with the astronomer that sinking 
feeling that come# with a realization of the vastnes* of space. Other 
units with equal reference should lead the student into the world of 
the physicist where matter disappears. Still others should help the 
staudenl appreciate with the biologist the extraordinary phenomenon 
of life and it# majestic continuity through all the form* of plant, 
animal and human worlds. The psychologist should bring that so¬ 
phistication which enable* mind and personality to be a real mystery. 
The naive person may take these thing# for granted. The educated 
man live# in the world of wonder. Perhaps the student in thi# de¬ 
partment should follow’ at least one line of scientific study until with 
Carlyle he “descends into that vast valley of humiliation where the 
wisest of men know# himself forever a child gathering pebble# on 
the shore of an endless sea." -Some project# should help the student 
to see the world through the eye# of the artist and poet a« well a* 
the scientist. Other units should make the student acquainted with 
the contributions of the philosophers of many lands and centuries to 
such question* as: What is our universe? How did we get here? 
Where do we go? What is the good life? How can men pray? 
What is the meaning of death? Whatever the student"# own faith 
it shutiid be nurtured in the light of the beat wisdom which the 
thinkers of the past can give. 

The administration of this program may be worked ouL in any 
one of a number of way*. Ideally it should involve an integration 
of the judgment of students and that of wiser teachers, of individual 
activity and group activity, of breadth and specialization, of guid¬ 
ance and freedom. One of the first problems Is to help a student 
choose widely from among the thousand* of possible project* not all 
of which can he completed within bis term of college study, Perhaps 
some preliminary orientation might give student* an idea of the 
possibilities- in each of these fields. The actual choice of project* 
should he made by a student and hi# teacher-counsellor. It might be 
re-made each term. The teacher^eounsellor U responsible for the 
total program of from ten to twenty student*. With each of them 
he ha# spent reveal hours of individual conference. He understand# 
the student's background, hi# purpose*, his need*. Together they 
work out a choice of the project* upon which the student shall be¬ 
gin. This list need not be the same upon which any other student be 
gin#. When one project i# completed others may be added. The de¬ 
cision as to when a project has been carried far enough te serve 
the purpose which the student had in undertaking it, is made by 
counsellor nnd student. It may prove possible to #*> that some of 
these project enterprises are so Important that they should 1 m? re- 
quirvd from every student. U seems safer, however, to assume that 
the cooperative effort of the student and the counsellor who has 
worked with him will lead to a wiser choice than could he made by 
any wholesale |<ascription, At this point one misunderstanding may 
be prevented. The object is not to provide the student with enter 
prises which are superficially Attractive, The appeal is not to hi* 
whims and preference#. It is to his sense of worth and value. The 
question is not what he like# but what he, in his sanest moments, be 
Iteve* to he most challenging in what it may contribute to hi# living.
